Stolypin Who Discusses 
the Situation. 



THERE WAS NO COUP D'ETAT 



Nothing Done Not in Accord With 
Strict Constitutional 
Methods. 



T. PETE'lJSBl.UG, July 20.— 
Premier Stolypin, in an inter- 
view today ill 1 1 1 n summer resi- 
dence of the minister of the interior on 
Aptekarsky Island, in the Nevu, mar 
St. Petersburg snid, speaking feelingly: 
"There "has been no coup d'etat and 
nothing has been done which was not 
hi accordance with the prescribed con- 
stitutional methods- 

"The Emperor was empowered by 
the fundamental law to dismiss parlia- 
ment and there was no other course 
open to his majesty. 

"The Douma as a whole was a dying 
body and the most merciful treatment 
was its prompt despatch terminating 
its existence." 

Mr. Stolypin said the emperor's re- 
cent words had showed that the par- 
liament's agrarian manifesto' was the 
last straw which caused "The Cadet's 
bundle" to burst (Constitutional Demo- 
crats), i but the whole proceedings of 
parliament during the last few weeks 
had rendered its closing inevitable if 
the emperor's authority was still to be 
recognized in Bussie . 

In reply to a question as to the roll 
of the cadets, M. Stolypin argued Hint 
the parly included many doctrinaries 
■without a policy. He differentiated be- 
tween the really serious patriotic mem- 
bers of the party and those whose sole 
aim was to 

Oust the Government 

and the emperor, and whose weakness 
was so patent even to themselves that 
they made great concessions to I lie re- 
volutionists both inside and outside 
of parliament. He considered that the 
tendencies displayed by the "cadets" as 
a body were "highly dangerous," to use 
no strong words. 

Asked as to the extent the counter 
action was likely to assume, Mr. Stoly- 
pin replied: "At the present moment 
three policies are open to the emperor 
and his advisers. A policy of reaction 
is the furtherest removed from his ma- 
jesty's wishes, but the revolutionists 
must be thwarted before there can be 
any possibility of deciding on a definite 
basis for a stable future. 

"I personally place implicit reliance 
on the innate patriotism and civlo 
sense of the nation. I believe that the 
emperor's appeal to them, backed up 
by constant: evidence of good faith and 
honest endeavor oil the part of His Ma- 
jesty's representatives will result in tho 
effective repression of nnarchiul 
forces." 

As to the suppression of newspapers 
and wholesale arrests, M. Stolypin 
said: "Arrest, expulsions and other 
measures of administrative order are 
indispensable under the present circum- 
stances. 

"The newspapers suppressed were 
purely and simply revolutionary organs 
whose appearance would nol be coun- 
tenanced in any country In the world." 

M. Stolypin gave the correspondent 
to understand that until last month he 
had considered a compromise regard- 
ing the cabinet possible, if not proba- 
ble. The members of parliament 
might have been given certain port- 
folios but all the party exigencies of [lie 
•'cadets" could not fur a moment he 
admitted.

Tho application of the old methods, 
the government, confidently asserts, has 
already landed the most dangerous of 
the leaders behind the bars, and much 
stress Is laid on the Importance of the 
capture of ;J . number of revolutionary 
ringleaders, which It turns out. was the 
result of Information obtained at the 
time of the capture of the officers of 
he Mlsla here. Among the papers 
then seized, the government claims, 
were tho complete plans of a revolu- 
tionary military organization, which 
enabled the authorities to closo the 
revolutionary channels into the army. 

The government's excess of optim- 
um, however. Is In reality tradable to 
Hie consternation over the disastrous 
fall in Russian securities at home and 
abroad. The second Instalment of the 
big loan negotiated prior to the assem- 
bling or parliament Is due August 1, 
and tho outlook in Russia has fright- 
ened tho holders to refuse to pay In 
any further cash. 

The situation has evidently caused 
quite as much alarm among the. finan- 
ciers who underwrite the loan abroad 
as it nasal the treasury here. Finance 
Minister Kokovsoff lias been bombard' 
od by telegrams from French. English 
and German bankers, urging on htm 
the necessity of supporting the market. 
This accounts for the activity of the 
government bankers in bidding up 
prices on the bourse here and at Mos- 
cow yesterday, as well as for the rosy 
view sent abroad by the official tele- 
graph agency under M. Kokovsoffs 
Inspiration. 

As a matter of fact, the government 
can hardly be blind to (he fact that 
it Is living over a volcano and the 
danger of an eruption is far from 
ended. 

During the last 4S hours the central 
committees of Social Democrats, Social 
Revolutionists, Peasant League, Rnil- 
road Men's Union and Telegraphers' 
Union and the military committee 
have been conferring both separately 
and jointly iwith the parliamentary 
groups, not only on the question of 
calling a general strike, but actually on 
the question of attempting a counter 
coup d-etat by setting up a provisional 
government. Xo final decision has 
yet been taken, but practically nil the 
organizations, Including that of the 
railroad men but. excepting the tele- 
graphers, have already pronounced In 
favor' of the step. 

The members of the group of toll 
and Social Democrats of the outlawed 
parliament believe that another course 
Is open and are irrevocably committed 
on the surface with the Constitutional 
Democrats to discountenance any ac- 
tion in a revolutionary direction, but 
secretly they have agreed to support or 
Join in It. if It can be successfully In- 
augurated.

RAILWAY LINES 



New York Central Tries Out New 
Locomotive—Test a 
Success. 



NEVA- YORK. .Inly 20— Chief En- 
gineer W. ■!. Wilgus and the 
various heads of the operat- 
ing departments of the .New York Cen- 
tral railroad tried nut one of the new 
electric locomotives which will haul 
.trains as far as Croton and back, be- 
ginning next October. 

The test, according to Mr. Wilgus, 
was thoroughly successful. The trials 
were made on a mile and a half ot 
track at King's Bridge. The locomotive 
and one multiple unit car were used. 
This is the same style of car run in the 
subway. The third-rail system has been 
Installed, and the power furnished I rem 
Hie Port Morris station. From now un- 
til the Hose of the tourist season the 
train will be run frequently to enable 
the engineers and firemen now employ- 
ed by the company to familiarize them- 
selves with the new system. 

A training school for this line of 
work 1ms been established. When the 
electrification of the Hudson Itiver 
division shall have been completed I!.") 
of the new electric locomotives will be 
put into commission to draw the 
through trains.

Residents of the Transvaal Are 
Taking Precautions Against 
Possible Outbreak. 



Everywhere the Kaffirs Are Show- 
ing Unprecedented 
Insolence. 



PHANNESBUHG, July 26.— The 
Transvaal government. Is fully 
alive to the possibility of a wide- 
spread native revolt in South Africa. 
High officials admit that the situation 
could hardly bo more serious than it Is 
today. A general rising is feared. 

Everywhere the natives are showing 
symptoms of Insolence unprecedented 
In tho history of the Rand. 

Perhaps the most significant devel- 
opment in tho situation has been the 
seizure of 500 assegais and knobker- 
rics in the mine compounds. One hun- 
dred reliable native policemen were 
detailed to mingle with the mine work- 
ers and ascertain the general feeling. 
The discovery of these weapons Is the 
result. 

Significant Signs 

It is also significant that the Kaffir 
"house boys," as native domestic ser- 
vants are called, are, almost without 
exception, Imploring their mistresses to 
hurry to the coast, although refusing 
to give any reason for the warning. 

Colonists know that the natives are 
bound by the penalty of death to obey 
the orders of the chief lhdunas. 

The wdldest rumors are current re- 
garding the Imminence of a general 
outbreak. In consequence the general 
nervousness and alarm in Johannes- 
burg lias interfered seriously with the 
normal life of the city. The native 
unrest Is the sole topic of conversation 
in the clubs, restnurants nnd homes. A 
number of men are arranging to send 
their wives and families to Durban or 
Capetown without delay. 

A certain section of the population 
Is Inclined to Ignore the possibilities 
of an uprising, on the ground that a 
manifestation of alarm would seriously 
Injure the prestige of the whites. 
Readiness Urged 

Commenting on this fact, the Critic 
warns Europeans not to copy the cour- 
ageous indifference to warnings which 
preceded the Indian mutiny, but to 
prepare for eventualities. 

The arming of the residents proceeds 
rapidly. There are low men or women 
in Johannesburg who have not become 
expert revolver or rifle shots. Many 
of them, are practising daily. A com- 
mon Incident In the dally life of the 
men is the comparison of various 
makes of rifles, and debating the 
"man-topping" qualities of each. 

The troops at Pretoria are practi- 
cally on a war footing- and prepared 
for any emergency. Ijarge quantities 
of supplies have been received from 
the coast.

Mr. W. J. Bryan Meets King Edward 
Through Ambassador Reid. 

London, July 26. — William J, Bryan, 
who was introduced by Ambassador 
Whitelaw Reid, was received in private 
audience by King Edwcrd at Bucking- 
ham Palace today. The visit was paid 
at the King's special request. His 
Majesty having notified Mr. Beld that 
he desired to meet Mr. Bryan. The 
Interview was quite informal and was 
marked with the pleasant cordiality 
which .the King Is accustomed to show 
Americans in whom he is interested. 
Only the King, Mr. Reid and Mr. Bryan 
were present. The conversation largely 
turned on the subject of peace and the 
conference of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union, with the objects of which His 
Majesty showed himself to be thor- 
oughly in accord. Subsequently the 
King received some eighty' members of 
the Inter-Parlinmentary Union in the 
throno room.

Sir Sandford Explains Scheme to 
British Liberals— Free 
News Distribution. 



ONDOX. -Inly 26. — Sir Sandford 
Fleming and lion. N. A. Belcourt 
were the guests at a special din- 
ner of the Eighty club, summoned to 
hear an exposition of the plan for an 
Empire cable intelligence service. Sir 
Sandford urged a greater intercourse 
between the Mothe.v Country and the 
colonies as promoting unity of Empire. 
This might he secured by a system of 
cables entirely slate-owned connecting 
all parts and affording free distribution 
of news information in addition to being 
self-sustaining by Other business. 

Mr. Belcourt and Hon. Colin Camp- 
hell, of Winnipeg, spoke in support of 
the plan, pointing out the inadequacy 
of the present arrangements. A general 
discussion followed and many prominent 
Liberals heartily endorsed the underly- 
ing idea, which they had heard for the 
first time. Although recognizing the 
practical difficulties in working out the 
details, they promised careful consider- 
ation, and repudiate the idea that 
wholesome imperialism was confined to 
one part. 

Mr. Hum a r Greenwood, in moving a 
vote of thanks to the guests, praised the 
work of Sir Sandford Planing on behalf 

of the Empire. He thought the difficul- 
ties of the details could be overcome.

Vancouver, July, 26.— (Special)— The 
hearing of the case against Captain T. 
O. Griffin of the steamer Princess Vic- 
toria oil l/he charge of manslaughter 
was begun in the police court this 
morning.

He said the Princess 
did not seem to slow down any before 
she struck.

On several occasions 
they got so warm that the crowd ap- 
plauded and the magistrate threatened 
to, clear the room. Witness said the 
Victoria blew one whistle when a

A SENSATIONAL ESCAPE. 

Montreal Man Chnrgod With Assault 
Gets Away in Automobile. 

Montreal, July 26. — Alexander Duc- 
los, wlio some months ago shot and 
dangerously wounded a man named 
Desrosler, last night escaped from St. 
Vincent do Paul asylum for the Insane, 
where he was undergoing confine- 
ment. 

The Duclos family are prominent 
people. When the case came to trial 
the defence was that Duclos was In- 
sane. There was a disagreement 
among medical experts, but the court 
decided he was Insane. 

He was sent to the asylum, where he 
was under the observation of Dr. Ville- 
neuve. The other day he reported to 
the attorney-general that Duclos was 
not Insane. This meant, that he would 
have to stand trial fur the shooting. 

Last night an automobile drew up in 
front of the asylum. In It were three 
men. Duclos was outside In care of 
a guard, but as soon as he saw the 
machine stop he ran for It, jumped on 
board and was speedily whisked out 
of sight in the gathering gloom. 

The police were Immediately notified 
and are now endeavoring to locate the 
owner of the machine. It is expected 
Unit Duclos Is now on the other side 
of the line.

BROTHIER'S BONDS. 

Has Plenty of Funds on Which to 
Draw in His Need. 

Brothier sprang another surprise on 
the court yesterday, when Mr. A. L. 
QBelyea, acting for Mr. D. G. Mnedonell, 
who was engaged on another case, an>- 
ed Judge Henderson that Brothier 
might be one of the two sureties for 
himself required by the court, says 
tho Vancouver News-Advertiser. He 
explained that Brothier had been aide 
to get one surety, but failing the other 
he was willing to put up the $3,000 
himself. This with the $3,000 required 
on his own recognizances would make 
$6,000 that Brothier would deposit with 
tho court altogether. 

Judge Henderson said thnt if the 
consent of the attorney-general could 
be obtained to this arrangement ho 
would consider it. 

Mr. W. F. Burns, who represents 
the Crown in the Brothier prosecutions, 
was notified of his honor's decision, and 
communicated with the attorney-gener- 
al, but last night had received no reply, 
though he expects one today. 

Brothier's means appear almost as 
inexhaustible as the widow's cruse of 
oil. It is- understood that his latest 
raise is from the sale of bonds of the 
Japanese government which he pur- 
chased just before the war with Rus- 
sia. On Tuesday (lie City Trust com- 
pany of Wall street. New York, who 
were acting as Brothier's agents, found 
a customer and sold the bonds. It is 
probable that this sale was Hie origin 
of his latest effort to secure liberty-

The trial of C'apt. Griffin, master of 
the steamer Princess Victoria, who was 
arrested on a charge of manslaughter, 
preferred against him by one of the sur- 
vivors of the Chehalis disaster, was 
started in the police Court a' Vancouver 
yesterday. Meanwhile divers are con- 
tinuing a search for the. wreck and the 
bodies of the victims. A portion at least 
of the wrecked Chehalis was discovered. 
Captain Charles Gates was dragging in 
a rowboat near the spot where the lug 
was supposed to have gone down, when 
his hooks caught on something and held. 
He notified Diver Fred Madison, who 
was out in a tug nearby. Diver Madi- 
son went down and discovered first a 
part of the tow line of the Chehalis, and 
following this he found it coiled around 
the boiler and engine of the ill-fated 
tug. These were lying in a rockly bot- 
tom in about 85 feet of water, but no 
sign of the hull was to bo seen. lie 
alsil 'noticed what seemed to be two 
magazines, lying Hat upon a rock, as if 
held there by suction. The incoming 
tide had begun to How and the diver 
could not stop down any longer, so In? 
gave the signal to pull up. Owing to the 
state of the tide the diver could only 
make a cursory examination, He left 
the grappling hooks fastened to the 
boiler and to the line was attached a 
buoy, so that there will he no difficulty 
in locating the spot again. 

The fact that the boiler and engine 
were found entirely alone would seem 
to corroborate the statement of. Capt. 
Griffin that when the tug was struck 
she turned completely over, and it must 
have been then that the boiler and en- 
gines dropped out wliilo the rest 'of the 
wreck drifted on. This is the theory 
held generally by Diver Madison and 
other members of the search party. 
More Fragmsnts Found 
Fragments of the hull of the Chehalis 
have also been found floating on the 
surface of tho Inlet. On Tuesday night 
the tug Stampede, on hoard which was 
Aid. Heaps, sighted some wreckage in 
the middle of the Inlet well up towards 
the second narrows. It was found to 
consist of a long section of the roof of 
the after cabin, and a portion of tho 
cabin sides containing two doors. Two 
small coverlets were also found cling- 
ing to the wreckage. It was thought 
at first that these were bodies that hail 
been caught by the clothes and brought 
to the surface, but a further examin- 
ation showed they were only coverlets. 
The wreckage was afterwards towed to 
Heaps' mill at Cedar Cove. 

Another part of the wreck was also 
found by some people in a gasoline 
launch off Brockton Point in the after- 
noon. This consisted of a section of the 
fore part of the wheel-house, and it 
came up where it was thought the wreck 
had. been hooped by the drag-irons the 
morning before. The wreckage was 
made fast to a spar buoy by the occu- 
pants of the launch and Was towed to 
the Union Steamship company's wharf 
afterwards. A portion of the door jam 
of the wheelhouse was also discovered 
on the Inlet during the afternoon. 

All these discoveries lead to the con- 
clusion that the hull of the Chehalis is 
breaking up. It would seem that the 
force of the tides has freed the wheel- 
house and the after portion of the cabin. 
With the disintegration of the wreck 
the bodies of any drowned persons im- 
prisoned in her have probably been lib- 
erated, and it would not be surprising 
to hear of one being found on the sur- 
face of the Inlet at tiny time. For this 
reason the Inlet will probably be well 
patrolled from this time forth by (hose 
anxious to recover the (lead. 

.A further discovery of wreckage was 
made by Mr. J. O. Bcnwcll, Mr. H. II. 
Bryec, ami Mr. Phippa of Revelstoke, 
who were cruising in a launch around 
tin. south shore of the Inlet between 
Heaps' mill nnil Hastings. Round the 
point they picked up two of the uphol- 
stered seats of the after-cabin, the 
cabin door and about half the cabin- 
walls. This combined witli former dis- 
coveries, proves conclusively that the 
whole of the cabin must have been de- 
molished, and any bodies remaining 
there must now be floating free. The 
hull of the sunken tug will in future be 
less subject for anxiety than its floating 
contents, since if is now reasonably cer- 
tain that the bodies, if they would float 
at all, must have left her.

SHORTAGE OP LABOR. 

California Enterprises Suffering Owing 
to Demand for Workmen, 

San Francisco, July 20 — The demand 
for labor in California promises to ex- 
ceed the supply for many months to 
come. Railroads want a large number 
of laborers for prospective work and 
work now under way. The Southern 
Pacific needs 3.000 men: Western Paci- 
fic, 7.000: United States railways of 
'San Francisco, o.OOO; outside electric 
lines building in the Santa Clara, Sun 
Juaquito and Sacramento valleys, and 
Southern California, want 2,000. 

Tho steam railways report a demand 
for switchmen, warehousemen, and 
even clerks. The reconstruction of San 
Francisco, the large railway extensions 
and improvements, the unusually heavy 
crops and development work in' flic Ha- | 
tionol and local irrigation projects and 
in mountain power plants, have worked 
together to create a tremendous dc- 
innnd. 

A thorough canvass by the local com- 
mittee in San Francisco shows that sub- 
contractors in the building trades are 
having either to throw up contracts or 
secure postponements, because of the 
scarcity of workmen. 

The building trades council advise 
that there is a great shortage of men 
in Ihe building trades. There is a 
strong demand for 20.000 houses to be 
built in San Francisco immediately, but 
artisans necessary to do work are not 
here. It is estimated that nearly 
:?.-)00,000,000 is to be spent in .recon- 
structing San Francisco in the next live 
years.

memory of the man who made possible 
hi Canada today under British rule the 
great things we are enjoying. 

AVe have, no far as British Columbia 
Is concerned, a similar instance of 
neglect In the case of Captain George 
Vancouver. His name is immortal- 
ized in that of Vancouver Island, a very 
important portion of the province. 
But, notwithstanding the fact that he 
was the first to survey tills coast, and 
In that respect has performed a great 
service for tho country, his grave is to 
be found In the little village of 
Petersham, in England, with only a 
small plain headstone to mark it out. 
It Is true that the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany erected a tablet In Ills village 
church dedicated to his memory; but 
tho grave Itself can be found only with 
difficulty. We think it Is a duty which 
tho people of British Columbia owe. 10 
the memory of this great man to see 
that a suitable monument Is placed in 
that churchyard. Vancouver and 
Wol-fo were almost contemporaries. 
Captain Cook was at Quebec the time 
It was captured by Wolfe, and Van- 
couver was with Cook In bis cele- 
brated voyage around the world. They 
were all engaged In the same great 
constructive work of building up the 
outposts of the British Empire. 



,A POLITICAL REMINISCENCE. 

. David Glass, who 'died In Spokane. 
.Wash., tho other day. had a rattier re- 
markable career, and was a prominent 
politician in Ontario n't (he time of 
Confederation. He vas mayor of Lon- 
don, Ont., for several years, ami an 
active politician. Just after Confed- 
eration lie contested BouYwell against 
the Hon. David Mills, who was then a 
public school inspector for the county 
of Kent. it was one of the most 
•holly contested electins over held In 
the constituency. Class was a great 
campaigner, and the memories of the 
contest in question still live among the 
old-timers of Both well. The Dominion 
and Provincial elections took place on 
the same day; Glass and Kirby were 
the Conservative candidates, and Mills 
and McKellar stood for the Liberals, 
Archibald .Mclvellar was in those days 
e great political war-horse. 

The story is still told at election 
times that Glass, who spent most of 
election day at Ridgetowil, where the 
voting for Howard township took placij, 
stood it as long as possible as Camp- 
bell after Campbell to the number of 
half a- hundred or mure walked up and 
voted without a break for Mills and 
oVlcKelln r, and then exploded with: 
"D — n it. before a man runs hero he 
should marry a Campbell." 

About 1614 Mr. Class removed from 
London to Winnipeg, where lie for 
: -some time acted as city solicitor. 
Being elected t<> the legislature of 
Manitoba, lie became speaker of the 
house. Removing thence to Spokane, 
he achieved success In business, and 
in his latter years of activity spent 
much lime in foreign travel. He was 
aged about 7 8 years. 

Chester Glass, an attorney of Spok- 
ane, who, a few years ago, did some 
active lobbying in the legislative 

assembly here, was his son, 

IN MEMORYOF WOLFE. 

Mr. F. < '. Wade, formerly of Yukon, 
■has made a suggestion that tho Cana- 
dian clubs of Canada should start a 
movement In favor of having n monu- 
ment erected to the memory of General 
.Wolfe nt the hero's tomb; and the 
press from coast ti> coast Is strongly 
supporting Ills views. 

it. is quite unnecessary to say that no 
man bus done ho much to alter the 
course of history In Canada as the 
hero of the capture of Quebec. Much 
discussion was waged about the ques- 
tion in to whether Wolfe gave the In- 
structions for the movements which 
■were finally successful on the Plains of 
Abraham. But. it Is settled, practi- 
cally beyond a doubt, that Wolfe per- 
sonally directed every movement in 
connection with the campaign, and 
that to him personally should be cred- 
ited the victory for which ho sacri- 
ficed his life. Notwithstanding that, 
his grave in England lies unmarked by 
any distinguishing memento of the Pall 
of Quebec. It Is curious that this 
should be so. There stands today, 
and has stood for some time, a tnonu- 
jn-mt on the Plains of Abraham, erect- 
ed jointly 10 the memories of Wolfe 
and Montcalm, Canadians; of what- 
ever nationality or creed, recognize In 
tho two generals who contested for the 
ancient capital men worthy of remem- 
brance In history, They were brave 
generals? "'ho represented the host 
military traditions of their respective 
countries. -There Is, therefore, no rea- 
son today why French and British 
Canadians nhputd not join in doing 
fcouor In the way suggested to the

The Indian brave 
was represented to have blood in his 
eye, and, figuratively speaking, his 
tomahawk in hand, seeking for the 
scalp of Hatfield. Speaking to the 
representative of the Dawson Xews, he 
related his grievances as follows: 

"Tjillum that man Hatfield," said the 
chief in his broken English, yet with 
his cunning eyes agleam with earnest- 
ness, "that me tulkuni him before all 
people Dnwson, about rain. Me tellum 
all about it." 

"How would you like to be the rain- 
maker?" was asked the chief. 

"That's it. That's just what me 
want," ejaculated the redman. "That 
my business. I makum rain. Hat- 
field, he no niakuin rain Miners heap 
want water, but no get um. 

".Me thinkum people no get goods. 
Hatfield he no right try make rain." 

"Why is it, then, Hat does not make 
the rain?" 

"Want me ("11? Well. T tell. You 
see, me have four medicine men at 
Moosehlde now work hard with spirits, 
keep Hatfield Jrnm make rain. This 
niy husinr.-F. make rain.

the possibilities of Canada competing 
successfully with the United States in 
fast steamship lines. New York litis 
been built up as n sen-port largely hy 
the various steamship lines which hnve 
heen aide to make fast trips between 
that port and liritisli ports. Thus she 
presented always it great advantage to 
the traveler. Canadn has heen handi- 
capped hy the somewhat tortuous and 
uncertain passage of the St. -Lawrence"] 
river in summer. These advantages arc 
now heing overcome and lime is heing 
made which will insure a large amount 
of travel, via lower Canadian pons, 
that formerly passed through New 
York. 

The question of a winter port has 
also been a vexed one for 11 number of 
years. Halifax pud St. John hnve both 
vied with each other in presenting their 
claims. The advantages of St. John 
have heen set forth hy the St. John 
Board of Trade, which has summariz- 
ed a number of reasons why that- city 
should be adopted hy the Dominion 
government as one of the national win- 
ter ports of the Dominion. One of these 
reasons sets forth in a general way the 
advantage which Canada has in the 
matter of distance over the United 
States. It states: 

/ The distance between St. John and 
Liverpool compares most favorably 
with every other important Atlantic 
seaport, as will he seen hy the follow- 
ing statement: 

Liverpool to St. John, via Halifax. 
2,725 miles. 

Liverpool to St. John, direct, 'J.T'ltt 
miles. 

Liverpool to Portland, 2,7(15 miles. 

Liverpool to Boston. 2,807 miles. 

Liverpool to .Yew York, 3,034 miles. 

However, neither St. John nor Hali- 
fax is the only port worthy of consid- 
eration. Unspe is now making claims 
as the nearest ocean terminal between 
the United Kingdom and the Dominion. 
Heretofore, Gnspe has not been consid- 
ered* because it has heen without rail- 
way communication. Notv^ however, it 
is proposed to build the Atlantic, Que- 
hec & Western railway, Its starting 
point is Pa'spebinc, where the road 
joins a short line of railway already 
operating, to a junction with the In- 
tercolonial Railway, which has a direct 
line lo Quebec, Montreal and the Great 
Lakes. Later on, another railway, the 
promoters say, is to be constructed in- 
land connecting Gnspe Basin with tl«s 
through railway systems of Canada. 
Gaspe Basin is 582 miles nearer than 
Quebec to Liverpool. An article in the 
Critic on "Canada's .New Port," says: 

"It is indeed, the nearest, port, to lOni!- 
land on the Xorth American continent. 
Compared with the St. Lawrence, route 
a saving of nt least 14V6 hours would 
he effected, whatever risks attend the 
navigation of the St. Lawrence would 
he avoided, the much-needed expedition 
of the mails ensured, anil the qualms 
of passengers not enamoured of the 
sea mitigated. Though the beautiful 
nnd spacious harbor of Oaspe has not 
been well known to British travelers 
hitherto, it is used by war vessels of 
His Majesty's Meet on the North Am- 
erican stntion. It is IS miles in length 
ami four in breadth. The approach is 
easy and there is deep water up to the 
wharves and landing stage." 

Tho scheme to innlce Cnspe the ter- 
minal port with direct railroad com- 
munication wilh Quebec and Montreal 
has been advocated for some years. It 
now has taken definite form from the 
fad I lint the railway is under con- 
struction and litis received land grants 
and cash subsidies from the Dominion 
and Provincial governments. Whether, 
however. Gaspe or St. John is to he the 
chief terminal port, the problem of fast 
Steamship communication between Can- 
ada nnd Great Britain is being satis- 
factorily solved. It means for this end 
of the Dominion n much quicker mail- 
service between it and Great Hritnin; 
ami a much larger volume of travel 
from tho Orient through Canada; Al- 



ready we ure getting letters from Great 
Britain via Canada in twelve days; it 
will be easily possible to reduce that to 
nine.

Suitable oak wood must be 
imported from the eastern provinces, 
as it cannot be procured In flritisli Col- 
umbia; and at present, it is found 
cheaper to import the barrels, made up 
and complete, than to obtain the oast- 
em oak and make the barrels here. lie 
is engaged largely in the manufacture 
of tierces, holding 800 pounds each, for 
a firm having headquarters in Ger- 
many, who are large packers and ship- 
pers of salted salmon, from their sta- 
tions in British Columbia, Washington 
and California. The packages are made 
of British Columbia fir wood and are 
found satisfactory.

End of Public Enquiry Into the 
Matter of Sale of Laurel 
Point Property. 



EDITOR TONS MAKES EXPLANATION 



Thinks His Charges Were Justi- 
fied But Not Quite Sure 
About It. 



The commission appointed to en- 
quire into the fuels concerning the 
tenders for the Lnurel Point property 
completed its business und Commissioner 
'Peters bus reserved his deeision. 

In commencing yesterdny the Com- 
missioner said that ns yet the paper 
(The Vancouver World) containing the 
article hud not been placed before him. 
Il-Ie found on investigation that the arti- 
cle of May 30th that had been referred 
to did not contain the charges that had 
been made. 

CSlr. V. Higgins desired to have all 
correspondence regarding the tenders 
placed before the Commissioner. 

The Commissioner then said in asking 
of questions the article of May 10th had 
ibeen referred to but in reading it he 
found it did not make the charges that 
had been referred to, but in the arti- 
cle of May 25th the charge is made. 

Mr. D. W Higgins was then called to 
give evidence. 

The Commissioner said that on con- 
sidering the matter he had deemed to 
nsk the witness if by giving the name of 
his informant he would cause mure 
witnesses to be called. If witness would 
say that it would not necessitate any 
further witnesses being called he would 
close the investigation, 
i .Witness said thnt the name of the 
person who gave him the information 
■ would not require any further witness 
es. • 

The Commissioner said in that case 
lie would not press for witness to give 
t/jo name of the person. 
I In answer to Mr. Taylor, witness 
"said he had no information whatever be- 
yond what had been shown in the com- 
mission, nor did he make any investi- 
gation before the article of May 10, us 
it came from trustworthy persons. 
I Mr. Taylor asked where in t lie article 
of May Kith there was any charge 
mnde to have tin investigation. He wish- 
ed witness to read the article and point 
out the place where the charge was 
annde. 

On reading the article witness said 
there was a charge made, and marked 
it nn the article. 

Mr. Taylor. — You know now that 
the land was put up for tender. 
1 Witness. — Yes. 

Question. — And properly so. Witness 
asked the question, how ilo I know. 
1 Question. — Was there any wrong In 
putting the property up for tender'.' 

Witness. — I do not know. I have only 
fceen the advertisement once and on 
reading it in the Gazette, it 
teemed all right. 

Mr. Taylor. — Did you get any infor- 
mation from Mr. Pendray or .Mr. 
IBrown? 

I Witness.— Yes. 

' Mr. TriylfC. — In that case Mr. Brown 
find Pendray spoke an untruth. 
I iWJtness. — I did not get any informa- 
tion till long after the tenders were op- 
ened. T did not get anything from Mr. 
IBrown till today and saw Mr. Pendray 
'about four weeks ago, but did not get 
much news. 

I Mr. Taylor, — Wlial are the dates of 
itho articles? 

i Witness. — I do not know. 

| Witness. — Read the dales and I will 

Hell you if T wrote the articles. 

In answer to Mr. Taylor he said be 
■ idid not try to get any information be- 
fore he wrote? the articles of May Kith. 
S28rd and 2flth, but before the article of 
CTuly 20th, he made some enquiries and 
ibefore the article of dune 5lh he made 
'enquiries from Mr. Pendray but did not 
get much, and after that: he Considered 
2ie had sufficient information. 

Mr. Taylor.— You mean that the in- 



formation was sufficient to make the 
slanderous charge? 

Withers. — We do not admit a charge 
of slander. 

Mr. Taylor. — Did you hear nny wit- 
ness say that the charges were true. 

Witness. — Yes. Mr. Browii. 

Mr. Taylor, — Do you remember Mr. 
■Brown saying ho did not make any 
charges? 

Witness.— I did not. The information 
was received from "the same sources 
that the commission received their's. lie 
maintained that the' charges were right, 
hut the conclusions were wrong. 

Asked why the. conclusions were 
wrong, witness said that it. was wrong 
to take tenders unsealed. 

Mr. Taylor.— Did Mr. Brown and 
Pendray corroborate Mr. lirecn regard- 
ing the receipt of the open tender? 

Witness; — M'". Brown did. 

Question. — Well Mr. Brown wns act- 
ing for Mr. Pendray. Did he not put in 
a tender? 

Witness. — Was it a tender? It wns 
not sealed. 

Question. — Wns there any wrong in 
having a guarantee of a price before 
tenders were called? 

Witness. — No: nothing. 

Question. — Was anything wrong in 
acceding to the request from the board 
of trade? 

Witness.— No. Nothing. 

Question, — Was there anything that 
you insinuate was wrong in any of the 
proceedings aside from the alleged 
leak? 

Witness. — I believe there was. From 
the information I received 1 think that 
there was something wrong. 

Question.— What is it? 

Witness. — What is your question? 

Question. — 'Did you make any appli- 
cation to Mr. Pendray or Mr. Bronvn 
before the article of June 5th? 

Witness.— No. 

Question. — Did you bnse all the arti- 
cles on the information sent to you by 
your informant ? 

Witness. — Yes. It was handed in to 
me ami the new hour it was in the 
hands of the printer. He did not hear 
Mr. Brown nor 'Mr. Pendray say that 
they would make everything public un- 
less the land was given to then}. 

Question. — Do you say it is true or 
not ? 

Mr. P. Higgins then requested to 
have all correspondence bearing on the 
question produced. 

A cross fire between Mr. Taylor and 
Mr. Higgins resulted in Mr. Taylor re- 
marking about evading a question. This 
roused Mr. Higgins, and be said that 
Mr. Taylor was stating something that 
was not true and he would have to cull 
it by a stronger term. 

The 'Commissioner said he would not 
allow any stronger words to be used. 

The argument continued for a short 
time till the Commissioner called them 
to order and an adjournment was taken 
till* the correspondence was produced. 

Mr. Green said there was no corres- 
pondence regarding the tenders, hut 
some regarding the lease, but it Kad 
nothing to do with the tenders. 

Question. — Is a fair meaning of the 
article a threat from Mr. Pendrny that 
unless he secured the property he would 
raise a row? 

Witness.— That is what it means. 

Question.— On the face of the re- 
marks of Mr. Brown and Mr. Pendray 
it is untrue. 

Witness said it was not untrue. 

In answer to the Commissioner, wit- 
ness stated to him that Mr. Pendray 
said thnt there was something crooked 
about the transactions mid he had told 
the officials of the department that it 
was crooked. 

.Mr. Taylor — You assumed to put the 
article in witb-ut any enquiries? 

Witness — I. oul not have time. 

Question. — Still you touched the arti- 
cle up? 

Witness.— I toned it down. 

Question. — f)o you think that a re- 
murk from Mr. Pendray that there was 
something crooked meant a thrcnt 
from him? 

Witness, — I did not think so. 

Question.— Did Mr. Pendray ever 
tell you that he was going to expose 
the transaction? 

Witness— No. 

Question. — Well thai makes the arti- 
cle untrue? 

Witness. — Possibly. 

Question- — Did it come out in the in- 
vestigation? 

Witness. — I do not remember. 

Question. — Was 'that article inspired 
by any one in the hinds and works de- 
partment ? 

Witness. — Xo. 

Question. — Are you responsible for 
the articles? 

Witness. — Yes. Person ally. 

Question. — Did you get any informa- 
tion from the lands and works depart- 
ment, Mr. Pendray or Mr. Brown? 

Witness.— No. 

Question — From Mr. Murray? 

Witness. — Yes; in October. 

Question. — The article was based on 
thoughts passing through your mind 
based on a conversation with Mr, .Mur- 
ray ? 

Witness. — Some of it. 

Question.— What was the information 
you got from Mr. Murray ? 

Witness said ho saw Mr. 'Murray ami 
he suggested thnt he should go nnd sec 
iMrs. Rnyinur to try and get her price 
on her property. Shortly afterwards he 
saw a!> article in the Colonist stating 
that Mr. Pendray had purchased the 
'Sold property, and Mr. Murray was 
put out because he did not secure the 
commission.

druy's tender was and had put in one 
for $B)<) higher. He did not say any- 
thing about Mrs. Anderson and did not 
suggest any leak in the department. 

Mr. Murray broke in with "It is ab- 
solutely untrue." 

The Commissioner. — "I only want to 
hear one witness at a time." 

Mr. Higgins, sr., Hold that he did not 
sav that Mr. Murray would 
swear that he did not make 
the remark. He thought the nrti- 



cle was in a manner justifiable. He jjid 
thought that the article of May 'itith 
was not justifiable. He thought thai 
the article of May 23rd was a fair com- 
ment on his information anil he could 
not see at that timo how the informa- 
tion -was secured other tlun by a leak 
in the department. The matter was the 
talk of the country and the inference 
■was that there was a leak in the de- 
pa rtmeht. 

Witness said that after the Knicn 
Island investigation he was ready to be- 
lieve any charge with the exception of 
murder. 

'Mr. F. Higgins said that there was 
no charge against the chief commis- 
sioner, but it was the department. 

Mr. Taylor wns of the opinion thnt 
there was and read from the article. 

Witness said ho was willing to be- 
lieve any charge against the govern- 
ment except murder, but he had alter- 
ed his mind slightly. He thought in th's 
case that, the verdict would bo "not 
proven." 

Question, — Well you acknowledge 
that you are the writer? 

Witness. — Yes. I wrote them. 

This closed the examination and Mr. 
Higgins turning in his chnlr towards 
Mr; Murray said "I heard some one say 
that my remarks were untrue. I won't 
to have this out right here." 

Another heated argument was slop- 
lied by the Commissioner, and Mr. Core 
was culled to give evidence. 

W. S. (lore, in answer to Mr. Taylor 
said he was in Hie department Olf Oct- 
ober 7th, IDOu. He did not recelvcOlr. 
Pendray's tender, • but was not sure 
about the other tender. He took the 
Logic tender to the commissioner and 
was present when it was opened. 

In answer to the Commissioner, he 
said he did not give any information re- 
garding the tenders for the single rea- 
son he did not know what the tender

GRUESOME RELICS. 

Tools and Ankle Irons of Convicts Are 
Brought From Cook Inlet. 

Prom Cook Inlet, Alaska, some inter- 
esting and suggestive relics of the Kus- 
sian regime in Alaska have been brought 
to Seattle and presented to the Alaska 
club. They were discovered last year by 
T. B. Corey, of Seattle. 

The collection consists of tools of rude 
workmanship, of primitive mortars and 
of iron balls that at one time in the dark 
days dangled from the chains that encir- 
cled the lugs of convict laborers. 

The discovery was made near the 
place that is now recognized by the name 
of Port Graham, and Mr. Corey believes 
that all the present indications there 
point to its having been, some 100 years 
ago, tin important penal settlement 

'l'lie ruins of the "bull pen'' arc still 
distinguishable, nnd the grewsomo sug- 
gestiveness is augmented by the presence 
of human bones. 

The convicts had evidently been em- 
ployed operating coal mines, which, ac- 
cording to local Indian traditions, must 
hive been extensively worked, although 
the implements employed were of the 
crudest, workmanship. 

The tools are all hand mnde, even to 
the small nails, which have all reached 
an advanced stage of rusty decay. 

The axe heads, gravel picks, and pros- 
pecting picks are not very dissimilar to 
those now in use.

MARSHALL FIELD'S ESTATE. 



Chicago, Ills., .luly 'Jt!.— The three cor- 
nered controversy between the hoard of 
review, the executors of the Marshall 
Field estate and the city corporation 
counsel's office came to an end yester- 
day When Ihe taxing body decided that 
the old estule should be taxed a total 
of $180,000,000, this includes back 
tuxes. The decision means that the ex- 
ecutors of the estate will be compelled 
lo pay the county $2,800,000, which is 
more than the total amount of property 
on which Mr. Field was taxed during 
the last year of his life. To this sum 
will be added the "per cent interest lixed 
by the law, to be collected in all eases 
nf the kind. This interest amounts to 
$432,000. The personal property upon 
which the estate shall he compelled to 
pay taxes for this year was placed at 
$25,000,000. 

A DREYFUS INCIDENT. 

Paris. .Inly 2li. — An official dcninl was 
issued today regarding the rumor that 
Major Dreyfus hud been assaulted by a 
brother officer nt the military club. The 
official stfl-.ement says a denial of (he 
most formal kind is authorized concern- 
ing the incident which it is rumored oc- 
curred hist night during a dinner at 
which Major Dreyfus was present. The 
fads are as follows: According to the 
custom, the officers of the first cavalry 
division gave a dinner to two newly ap- 
pointed lieutenants and the minister of 
war authorized the officers, upon their 
unanimous request, lo invite Major 
Dreyfus. The dinner occurred and was 
marked throughout by animated state- 
ments of the most perfect good nature, 
The officers jepnrnted to their homes 
without Ihe occurrence of anything which 
could give rise lo the rumor put in cir- 
culation.
